NARRATOR: When he hears 
that, Bismarck, the fish, sticks 
his head out of the tank and 
blows a big razzberry at Gor- 
don. 

GORDON: | think he’s entirely 
too happy already. 
NARRATOR: Curtis, Gordon’s 
younger brother walks in.
